C. A. Bridewell was born at Port 


Gibson, Miss., August 14, 1838. He was 
graduated from Oakland college, Mis- 
sissippi, in 1858, attended the law de- 
partment of the University of Mis- 
sissippi In 1860—and in the same year 
settled at Helena, Ark., being admit- 
ted immediately to the bar. 


In 1861 he enlisted in the War Be- 


tween thc 'States, serving the Confed- 
erate Army as first lieutenant in Com- 
pany B of the Sixth Arkansas, later 
becoming captain of Company F, and 
then adjutant. He served all four 
years of thc war—and in 1867 landed 
at Camden to become a school teacher. 
From there he went to Magnolia in 
1872. 


Mr. Bridewell came to Hope in De- 


cember, 1875, and for 15 years taught 
thc boys who became the men that 
built this city. He resumed his law

year also was elected mayor of Hope. 
In 1885 he served in the legislature. 


But it was as a teacher that he was 


revered and loved by young and old 
over all southwestern Arkansas. .

Chapter 3 


Some Additions to Hope 


Before the town was incorporated 


various parties begun to file before 
the court petitions for additions. In 
the application for incorporation, An- 
derson's, Giles' and Winns' were in- 
cluded in the plat filed. Along with 
the earliest, if not the very first, was 
Beard's addition. Dr. Benjamin Beard 
was among the first of the original 
settlers. He bought and laid out by 
land lines ten acres bordering on and 
lying East of Shover street, extending 
from the railroad on the north to the 
south end of Shover street. The doc- 
tor reserved a lot 100 feet wide, where 
he built his home, which is now own- 
ed and occupied by the Perkins fam- 
ily. A few years before his death he 
built a home north of the railroad, 
now owned and occupied by Mrs. 
Anderson. Dr. Beard accumulated a 
large property in farms and town 
buildings. After a well spent life he 
and his wife passed over together, she 
one day and he the next.

Chapter .i 


The Churche* 


The first one to put a ouildirg in 


Hope was the "Old School Presbyter- 
ian church." This church organised 
in a desire and necessity for more 
ready and 
frequent access to the 


preaching of the Gospel by the Pres- 
byterian families in tho nighborhood 
now known as the Allen's about 3 
miles northeast of Hope, especially 
on account of the negroes, many of 
whom were members of this church. 
In the fall of 1859 W. I. Friesson, 
ThoB. G. McFadden, Geo. C. Muld- 
row, and Mrs. Quinlittle Morgan en- 
gaged the services of Rev. M. J. Wal- 
lace, to preach one half of bis time in 
the neighborhood beginning January 
1, 1860. Salary $400 per annum. 


After a years time the success was 


such that steps were taken to build 
a house and to apply to Ouachita 
Presbytery for organization and a 
name. A building 38x50 was erected 
and, application made to Presbytery. 
The committee appointed by Ouach- 
ita Presbytery was composed of: Rev.

4, 1881 nnd the deed, May 7th, 1883. A 
frame church building was put up 
and on thc first Sabbath of 1884 the 
first services were held in the church. 
This was during Mr. Cheatham's min- 
istry. By very generous assistance 
from several members of thc church 
Mr. Cheatham built himself a com- 
fortable dwelling where the present 
.house stands. In 1897 both the church 
building and Mr. Cheatham's house 
were destroyed by fire and the church 
records,,from IBM .to..1887. rwwe ^de- 
stroyed. Note daunted by this disaster, 
the congregation at once begun to 
build the present church building, and 
occupied it the first Sabbath in Jan- 
uary 1898. The housc was built 'in 
1904 and occupied on Nr.ember 22, 
1904 by the Pastor, Hev. C. C. Wil- 
liams, D. D.

At the beginning of the war he en- 
listed in Grindstead Regiment and 
was made the Chaplain thereof. This 
command was 
engaged at Pleasant 


Hill, La., and at Jenkins Ferry, Ark., 
where Col. Grindstead was killed. Bro. 
Jewell organized a camp church in 
the regiment. The Colonel approved of 
Ihe work so fully that he proposed to 
Bro. 
Jewell that he would assemble 


the regiment for services, but the 
Chaplain would not have that. 
He 


wanted voluntary and willing service, 
and thus did the best work of his 
whole ministry. He went always into 
battle with his regiment, not to fight 
but to care for his men, when killed or 
wounded. Bro. Jewell went to many 
of his pastorates, being sent by the 
Bishop for the 
special 
purpose of 


settling fueds in the church. Being a 
man of peace he ignored the fueds, 
and set the pace for co-operation in 
all church work and never failed to 
bring peace td his churches. 


According to the policy of the Meth- 


odist church, four years is as long as 1 
a pastor can remain in charge of .the 
same church. This rule enabled Br.o. 
Jewell to cover nearly all flic' :tern- 
tory of his conference. A list of .his 
pastoral charges which he filled will 
give an idea of the extent of territory 
which his work covered.

Christians of all denominations, and 
feels at home in the pulpit of any one 
of the evangelical church, where he 
often preaches. It was my privelege 
at a funeral in the Baptist church of 
Hope of one of their members, when 
the pastor asked any present to say 
a word, to remark on the deceased's 
walk and work in our midst, that he 
had been a benediction to our people. 
It is a beautiful custom to bedeck the 
graves of our dead, yet a work ol 
commendation, while one is nlive is 
far better. I can say as much and more 
for Bro. Jewell as to his walk and

draft boards and prohibits the 
Piesident from changing the 
present selection system with- 
out another law. Johnson had 
proposed a national lottery plan 
of random selection. 


College 
students 
who now 


must make a case before their 
local draft board to obtain a 
deferment—and then stay in the 
top half of their class to keep 
the derfement—hereafter would 
be deferred as a matter of legal 
right if they request.

Is Record

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a warning of more to come, the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee recommended today record 
peacetime defense financing of 
$70.3 billion, including $20.3 bil- 
lion for the war in Vietnam. 


This is $1.29 billion less than 


President Johnson requested for 
the fiscal year starting July 1 
and is in addition to an estimat- 
ed $43.7 billion in other pre- 
viously 
appropriated 
funds 


which remain available. 


The amount recommended is 


$65.6 million more than ap- 
propriated for the present fiscal 
year. 


Only once before, in the World 


War n fiscal year 1944, has Con- 
gress provided more defense 
funds. Appropriations that year 
were $86.4 billion. 


The committee in a report 


written by Chairman George H. 
Mahon, D-Tex., emphasized that 
none of the cuts would hamper 
the war effort and said more 
funds probably would be needed 
before year's end.

Israel invaded Syria today, 


charging it with violation of the 
cease-fire proclaimed less than 
24 hours ago, while both Syria 
and Egypt accused the Israelis 
of attacking their forces in vio- 
lation of the truce. 


The Israelis said their troops 


advanced into Syria to the high 
pleateau overlooking Galilee to 
attack Syrian guns which had 
been shelling Israeli settlements 
ail morning and to attack Syri- 
an infantry and armor which 
had tried to advance into Israel. 


The Syrians claimed the Is- 


raelis attacked without provoca- 
tion and said they had been 
thrown back. 


With their forces triumphant- 


ly established on the east bank 
of the Suez Canal, the Israeli 
army said it had also repulsed 
an Egyptian attack east of the 
canal In the Sinai Desert. But 
Egypt 
charged 
the Israelis 


were attacking its troops along 
the canal. 


The Egyptian High Command 


said Israeli forces were launch- 
Ing new attacks on Egyptian 
troops that had withdrawn to 
positions west of the canal. Ap- 
parently referring to air at- 
tacks, the communique said: 
"Raids are still going on while 
our forces are undertaking the 
sacred duty of defending 'the 
motherland.''
